2, Referring generally to these specific points, Thakin THAN TUN stated that the 
military supplies nrovided by the Chinese would be the most up-to-date and 
suitable for opsretions against the Government of Burma forces. Detalis of 
tynegs and quantities had not yet been decided but first deliveries were exvected 
in early Febrvary. It would be necessary to study the cucstion of transportation 
of supvlies, Finally, to facilitate re~equipment of BCP forces after the arrival 
of military sunvlies, 1t was also necessary to struct forces in Lower Burma to 
gusnend operstions and withdraw to U>per Burma for re-organization as a general 
nrelude to an offensive southwards.
